‘Proof spirit’? means spirits which, at a temperature of fifty-one degrees 
Fahrenheit, weigh twelve-thirteenths of an equal volume of distilled water at the 
same temperature. 


Integral parts of an article which is liable to an ad valorem duty, or is free 
of duty, imported for replacement purposes, or as spare parts, shall be liable to 
the same rate as the article itself, or free of duty, as the case may be, unless 
they are specifically extended, or provided for elsewhere, in the Tariff. 


Integral parts of an article which is liable to a specific duty or to an alternative 
specific or ad valorem duty, imported for replacement purposes, or as spare parts, 
shall be liable to duty at the rate of 15% ad valorem, unless they are specifically 
excluded, or provided for elsewhere, in the Tariff. 


SCHEDULE II. 


EXEMPTIONS. 


1. Baggage, the bona fide baggage of passengers, the property of and accom- 
panied by such a passenger, as defined below :— 


Bona fide baggage shall consist of necessary and appropriate wearing apparel 
and personal ecects; binoculars, cameras, perambulators, sports requisites, port- 
able typewriters, toys and articles fer household use (such as sewing machines, 
furniture, carpets, pictures, glassware, linen, cutlery, crockery and plate) which 
are provided to the satisfaction of the Comptroller of Customs to have been in 
personal or household use by the passenger and are not for sale; instruments 
and tools for the professional use of passengers. 


Bona fide baggage shall not include such articles as the following :— 


Arms, ammunition, beverages, cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, perfumed spirits, 
carriages, motor vehicles, bicycles, musical instruments (unless elsewhere pro- 
vided for), saddlery, unsewn piece goods, and provisions. 


NOTE. 


Duty shall not be leviable on alcoholic liquors and perfumed spirits not 
exceeding one pint of each, cigars not exceeding 50 in number, cigarettes not 
exceeding 100 in number, nor tobacco not exceeding 4 lb. in weight. 


Bona fide baggage landed within two months of the arrival of the passenger 
or such further period as the Cmoptroller of Customs may allow, may be included 
in the above exemption at the discretion of the Comptroller. 


2. Consular goods, viz., articles for the officiul use of any foreign consulate 
or, on first arrival in the Protectorate, the household and personal effects including 
motor car of the consular representative of any foreign country, or his family or 
suite, if such consular representative ts not engaged in any other business or 
profession in the Protectorate. 


Provided that in the case of the United States of America consular officers 
and diplomatic and consular clerks and thcir families this exemption shall also 
apply to goods imported into the Protectorate upon their return from leave of 
‘ absence spent abroad and also to goods imported for their personal use during 
their official residence in the Protectorate, provided that such consular officers 
and clerks are permanent and pensionable employees of the United States and 
are United States citizens and are not engaged on any private occupation for 
gain in the Protectorate.

PROHIBITED IMPORTS. 


The following are prohibited imports :— 

(a) false money, counterfeit coin, sterling or currency; 

(b) coins current in this Protectorate or money purporting to- be such not 
of the prescribed weight and fineness as by law therein established ; 

(c) indecent or obscene literature, prints, paintings, photographs, books, 
cards, lithographic or other engravings or any other indecent or obscene 
goods of any description whatsoever, ahd all seditious, scandalous or 
demoralising books, or other seditious, scandalous or demoralising 
printed matter of any description whatsoever ; 

(d) manufactured articles bearing the name, address or trade mark of any 
manufacturer or dealer, or the name of any place in the United 
Kingdom or any British Colony, Dependency, or Protectorate, or in any 
Foreign State, during the subs’stence of any Treaty made between such 
State and His Majesty at or after the promulgation of this Decree 
calculated to impart to them a special character of manufacture and 
not being of such character of manufacture ; 

(e) matches made with white phosphorus; 

(f) shaving brushes, tooth brushes, or other toilet brushes of any descrip- 
tion manufactured in or exported from the Empire of Japan, whether 
such brushes are exported direct to the Protectorate or otherwise; 

(g) all such pictures or prints as may be representations of nude or semi- 
nude female figures ; 

(kh) goods the importation of which is prohibited by or under the authority 
of this Decree or any law for the time being in force in this Protec- 
torate ; 

(t) gas pistols and cartridges to be used therewith ; 

(7) trade spirits of every kind and beverages mixed with these spirits: 

(k) distilled beverages containing essential oils or chemical products which 
are recognized as injurious to health such as thujone, star anise, bénzoic 
aldehyde, salicylic esters, hyssop and absinthe; 

(1) exhausted tea; 

(m) anv article or substance being or purporting to be ah imitation of ten; 

(n) tear gas; 

(0) poppy seeds, heads and flowers; 

(p) camels by dhow. 


RESTRICTED IMPORTS. 


The following are restricted imports :— 


All clothing, which has been worn, other than the personal apparel of 
the importer and intended for his own use and not for sale. imported into 
the Protectorate, shall be subjected to disinfestation by the Medical Officer 
of Health if in his opinion such clothing is likely to harbour infectiog. 


The importation into the Protectorate of swords and spears is prohibited 
except under a written permit issued in that behalf by the Commissioner of 
Police. 


No copra which contains any extraneous matter, or more than 40% of 
defective matter or any rubbery or leathery pieces, or which in the opinion 
of the Inspector of Produce, is not sufficienly dry so as to be suitable for 
commercial use shall be imported into the Protectorate. ' 


The importation into the Protectorate of any article which bears a design 
in imitation of any currency or bank note or co’n in current use in the Pro- 
tectorate or elsewhere is prohibited: 


Provided that cardboard coins may be imported under a written permit 
in that behalf issued by the Director of Education. 


The importation inte the Protectorate of methylated spirits is proh:bited 
unless under a licence issued by the Senior Medical Officer-in-Charge, pro- 
vided that the prohibition does not apply to mineralized methylated spirits 
mixed as follows— 

(1) To every ninety parts bf volume of spirits there shall be added nine 
and one-half parts by volume of wood naphtha and one-half of one part 
of crude pyridine, and to every hundred gallons of the mixture, three- 
eighth of one gallon of mineral naphtha (petroleum oil) and not less 
than one-fortieth of an ounce by weight of powdered aniline dye 
(methyl violet) ; or 

(11) To every nine-eight and one-half parts by volume of spirit there shall 
be added not less than one-half of one part by volume of light 
caoutchoucine, and to every one hundred gallons of the mixture not 
less than one-fortieth of an ounce by weight of powdered aniline dy¢ 
(methyl violet). 
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RESTRICTED EXPORTS. 


No person shall export clove stems from the Protectorate except under the 
authority of a written permit issued by the British Resident in that behalf. 


Nothing herein shall be deemed to affect the provisions of Section 3 of the 
Clove Exporters Decree. 


No person shall export ivory or rhinoceros horn unless the entry for exporta- 
tion relating thereto is in conformity with the provisions of this order. 


Every such entry shall bear a declaration, under the hand of the exporter. 
specifying the country of origin of the goods entered therein and a certificate, 
under the hand of the Comptroller of Customs, to the effect that, in ‘the best ci 
such officer’s knowledge and belief, the information contained in such declaration 
ig correct. 


The exportation from the Protectorate of Arab carved doors is prohibited 
except with the consent of the Comptroller of Customs.

SECTION 7.—MUNICIPALITIES AND OTHER LOCAL BODIES. 75 


1. The Zanzibar Town Board Decree (Cap. 102) was repealed by the Town- 
ships Decree (No. 6 of 1944), which empowered the British Resident to establish, 
for any area declared to be a township under the Decree, a Town Council in 
which, subject to any directions of the British Resident and the provisions of 
the Decree, shall vest the control, management and good government of the 
township. 


A Town Council was established for the Stone Township of Zanzibar and 
another for the Ngambo Township of Zanzibar, the Municipal Officer being 
appointed Executive Officer for both. 


2. The Senior Commissioner is ez officio Chairman of the Stone Town 
Council, and the Medical Officer of Health and District Engineer are ez officio 
Members. There are thirteen other Members nominated by the British Resident 
from the European, Arab and Indian communities, and the Municipal Officer is 
Secretary. 


3. The District Commissioner, Zanzibar, is ex officio Chairman of the 
Ngambo Council, and the Medical Officer of Health, the Town Mudir, the 
Mudir of Magharib and the Assistant Engineer, P.W.D., are ex officio Members. 


There are twelve other Members, drawn from the Arab, Indian and African 
communities, three of them being nominated by the British Resident, and the 
remaining nine being nominated in equal numerical proportions by the Advisory 
Committees set up in each of the three Wards into which the Ngambo Township 
is divided. The Municipal Officer is Secretary.
